I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  interim  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  Oswaldtwistle*  for 
the  ye&r  ending  December  31st*  1945  ♦ 

The  various  rates  in  this  report  are  based  upon  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  fdr  the  mid-year 
1945* 


The  live  birth  rate  is  lower  being  14 #5  psr  1,000  and  is 
a  decrease  of  1*3  on  1944,  and  still  compares-  unfavourably  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16*1  per  1,000) 

The  death  rate  is  higher  than  last  year,  being  15  *7* 

The  death  rate  in  1944  was  14*5*  It  is  higher  than  the 

death  rate  for  the  whole  country,  which  was  11*4* 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  higher  than  last  year, 
being  58  per  1,000  live  births*  This  i  an  increase  of  26  over 
last  year,  when  the  figure  was  32  per  1,000  live  births*  The 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  46  per  1,000  live  births* 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System 
is  lower  than  last  year,  being  0*51  as  against  0*68  of  last  year* 
This  is  a  decrease  of  0*17* 

The  death  rate  for  Cancer  was  2*13  as  against  1*97  last  year, 
being  an  increase  of  0*16®

The  two  principal  spheres  of  a<£tivity  during  tho  year 
have  boon  connected  with  Housing  and  Public  Cleansing  and 
Salvage • 

Almost  twelve  months  have  passed  since  hostilities 
ceased  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  many  of  tho  hoped  for 
schemes  of  improved  chousing  conditions  have  not  yet 
materialised#  The  erf  ter  effects  of  the  war  are  obvious 
and  the  system  of  licencing  for  materials  and  labour  at 
present  in  operation  is  at  least  an  effort  to  direct  these 
in  tho  proper  channels®  Until  such  time  as  these  materials 
become  normal,  patience  will  have  to  bo  excorcised  in  tho 
putting  into  operation  of  schemes  of  improvement  areas,  closet 
conversions  and  the  like# 

I  vd.ll  not  dwell  upon  the  goner  ad  condition  of  the  houses 
in  the  area,  other  than  to  state  that  in  common  with  all 
districts,  they  are  naturally  suffering  from  .lack  of  attention, 
particularly  in  respect  of  painting,  plastering,  paving  of  yards 
and  dampness# 

During  tho  past  year,  tho  water  supplies  have  boon 
regularly  analysed  and  in  all  cases  have  been  found  exceptionally 
good® 


As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  of  last  year,  one  of  tho 
greatest  problems  of  housing  is  the  provision  of  dwellings  for 
those  pooplo  at  present  living  in  lodgings c  During  the  past 
twelve  months  this  position  has  been  aggravated  by  tho  return 
home  of  newly  married  ex  servicemen#  When  it  is  realised  that 

there  are  over  100  applications  of  such  exsorvicemon  for  30 
temporary  houses,  it  is  obvious  that  tho  present  position  in 
this  respect  is  acute,  and  facts  like  these  are  in  my  opinion 
bound  to  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  birthrate  and  also  on 
the  health  of  tho  n  w  generation#

The  rodent  control  scheme ,  which  is  run  in  conjunction 
with  Church  Urban  District  Council  ,  has  been  responsible  for 
the  control  of  rat  infestation  in  the  sewers*  refuse  tip  and 
private  dwellings#  It  appears  to  have  worked  well  and  at 

little  cost  to  the  authority* 

I  should  like  at  this  point*  to  make  a  comment  with 
regard  to  the  Ambulance  service*  During  the  year  601  cases 

wore  removed  to  or  from  hospital*  This  is  one  of  the  most 
used  and  useful  of  the  services  of  this  Council  © 

The  recovery  and  disposal  of  salvage  has  continued* 

The  need  for  salvage  of  all  our  waste  is  just  as  urgent 
as  ever*  We  are  constantly  reminded  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
of  the  serious  position  with  respect  to  raw  materials  and  the 
necessity  for  their  supplementation  by  salvage*  During  the 
year  it  has  been  fmnd  possible  to  collect  143  tons  of  waste 
material  for  salvage  purposes*  This  has  been  valued  at  £644 
which  I  regret  to  say  is  a  dacline  on  last  year  of  £87*  I  am 
quite  sure  that  psychology  plays  a  large  part  in  the  saving  of 
waste  paper  and  food  etc*  New  that  the  war  is  over*  much  of 
the  incentive  for  this  v/ork  appears  to  have  disappeared*  The 
rationing  of  foodstuffs  is  still  w  ith  us  and  I  hope  that  this 
will  prove  a  constant  reminder  to  the  citizens  of  the  town*  that 
much  can  be  done  by  our  own  efforts  to  relievo  the  shipping 
posit  ion a 

During  the  year  an  emergency  arose  at  flippings  Vale  Lodge* 
and  for  the  public  safety  it  was  decided  that  an  effort  should 
bo  made  to  pump  out  the  lodge*  This  I  am  pleased  to  report 
was  successful  and  over  half  a  million  gallons  of  water  were 
pumped  away  and  20,000  tons  of  heavy  builder’s  refuse  and  soil 
were  tipped'  into  the  cavity* 

I  will  now  deal  with  the  Cloansing  Services.

The  whole  of  the  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the 
central  tip  at  Whiteash,  even  from  certain  of  the  outlying 
districts?  such  as  Blackburn  Road  and  West  End?

Braodfiald  and  Cross  Edge?  Redwalls?  Hoyle  Bottom,  Knusden 
and  Duckworth  Hall*
